EVERY POLL of West Indian people in Britain shows the same 
thing. Black people given the incentive, would go back home 
tomorrow. Even the half of Britain’s Blacks who have been born 
in this country see no future and many wish to return to the land 
of their parents and grandparents — Trinidad, Jamaica, Tobago, 
St. Lucia, Barbados, Grenada, Antigua and Guyana — the 


Caribbean. 

They don’t want to go for the fun, 
sea, sand and surf, but to escape the 
no-hope future of Britain’s Blacks. 
Locked into grimy council estates, 
surrounded by drugs and crime, 
many wish to return. Britain, once 
the land of Afro-Caribbean dreams 
is now a prison from which they 
want to escape. The West Indies 
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offers better schooling, a better 
environment and better prospects for 
Blacks than Britain. In Britain, Black 
schoolboys are four times as likely 
to be expelled from school as Whites 
and academically, perform woefully 
short of the national average. The 
prison population nationally is 16 
per cent black and in London prisons 
and in Winson Green prison, 
Birmingham that figure is often more 
than 50 per cent. Black people are

many more times likely to be 
diagnosed as schizophrenic than 
whites and end up in mental 
institutions. The degree to which 
Black schizophrenia is attributable 
to being unable to cope in an 
essentially white environment with 
precious few Black role models, 
outside the entertainment world, to 
look up to is uncertain. 


GOING HOME 


What is not uncertain is that the 
number returning to the Caribbean 
is rising steadily. In 1994, the last 
year for which figures are available, 
the Jamaican government said that 
2,000 returned from the UK. Other 
Caribbean countries report a similar 
pattern involving fewer numbers. 
Clearly the numbers do not indicate 
ees” a flood, but they do 
indicate a prof- 
ound dissatis- 
faction with life 
in Britain. 

The Observer 
recently detailed 
personal 
reminiscences of 
Blacks who wish to 
return. Denise, a 
young mum from 
S.E. London is 
unhappy with 
London’s ‘rat race’ 
and sees herself as 
“stuck in arut... you 
just go from day to 
day, paying this 
bill, that bill and 
you never achieve 
what you want. 
I’ve had enough, 
there’s nothing 
here for me.” 

Many 
Indians go back to 
the Caribbean for 
holidays. When 
they return to 
Britain, they 
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wonder why they didn’t stay there. 
Another Black woman said: ‘I 
thought “What am I doing [back] 
here? Everything’s just getting 
worse.” 

Mark Lobban runs a company, 
MPS Travel and Shipping, 
specialising in helping West Indians 
return to their countries of origin and 
offering a one-stop service, from 
booking flights, arranging transport 
of possessicns, insurance and 
securing mortgages on homes and 
plots of land. Lobban himself aims 
to have gone back to Jamaica within 
two years to run the other end of his 
business. He said: “I’m going for the 
Same reasons as everybody else. 
Better prospects, better environment 
and education for the children, better 
quality of life.”

Caribbean countries themselves 
are more than happy to take back 
Britain’s blacks believing that the 
skills, qualifications and money they 
take with them will be a net asset to 
their countries and help to counter 
balance their own brain drain of 
young talented people going abroad. 
Barbados has even set up a special 
unit for returning nationals and their 
dependants. 


BLACK FIGHT 


FOR REPATRIATION 

Last December, Black MP Bernie 
Grant got a private interview with 
Home Secretary, Michael Howard 
to discuss the repatriation of Black 
people in Britain. Grant had sought 
the interview because an increasing 
number of his constituents were 
desperate to ‘go home’ but faced 
absolutely no help from the 
government. At the time, the 
governmenthad publicised proposals 
to lure Ulster businessmen back to 
Northern Ireland with grants of 
£30,000-£40,000 per head 
depending on their business 
prospects. But Howard held out no 
such prospect for British Blacks. The 
reason no doubt is the same as the 
one his Tory predecessors invited 
West Indians into Britain in the first 
place: to maintain a pool of cheap 
labour. Repatriation would end 
unemployment at a stroke — and it 


would encourage workers to ask for. 


wage increases. It was to stifle wage 
claims in the first place that the Tory 
party under MacMillan first invited 
Blacks into Britain. Businesses 
showed their appreciation by 
donating large sums to their friends, 
the Tories.

UP TO BE! 


Last month’s US Republican 
party convention featured yet 
another dusky ‘hero’ held up 
for public admiration. This was 
the ‘affirmative action General’ 
Colin Powell, nominally su- 
preme commander of Allied 
forces in the Gulf war of 1991. 
Notlong ago Powell was touted 
as a possible candidate in 
November’s race for the White 
House. He dropped out, but was 
still treated with boot-licking 
reverence by the media and 
given rapturous applause by 
the delegates on the floor of the 
convention. 

Itlooks as if Powell, still tipped 
to be America’s first Black 
President, is being signed up 
as a member of the same club 
that includes ‘saints’ Martin 
Luther King and Nelson 
Mandela. As in their cases the 
reality falls some way short of 
the image. 

King was put up as the front 
man for the ‘civil rights’ agita- 
tion in 1960s America. As such 
he was feted as a latter day 
Christ-figure. The public were 
never told that his ‘advisors’ 
were practically all communists 
at a time when the US and the 
Soviet Union were at cold war 
loggerheads. Nor were they al- 
lowed to know that he was a 
philanderer and cheating on his 
wife. 

The outcome of the victory 
for Black ‘civil rights’ is there 
for all to see. Before King & Co. 
got to work, Blacks had a se- 
cure if humble place in the 
American South. Today they 
live in the aids-infested, drug 
and crime-ridden squalor of 
inner city slums. Welfare 
dependancy and single parent- 
hood is the norm. 

This is not too far different 
from the chaos of Nelson 
Mandela’s multi-racial South 
Africa. Mandela does not have 
a single constructive action to 
show for his career, having been 
released from prison for terror- 
ism and made President — all 
as a gift of the country’s last 
white head of state, F.W. 
DeKlerk. He is a powerless fig- 
ureinacountry with 33 per cent 
unemployment and 400 mur- 
ders per week, begging money 
from Britain and other advanced 
nations to bale out a once stable 
and progressive country. 

As for General Powell, he is 
spoken of as if he single 
handedly won the Gulf war. 
General ‘Stormin Norman’ 
Schwartzkopf who actually 
commanded the troops on the 
ground against the Iraqis is 
nowadays forgotten. But the 
word in Washington has been 
that Powell (when the Allies had 
overwhelming firepower and 
there wasn’t a single batile) 
spent a large part of the cam- 
paign in a state of panic- 
stricken, hand-wringing, inde- 
cisive defeatism. The real fight- 
ing was done by others. 

The icons of the new world 
order certainly don’t seem all 
_they’re cracked up to be. 


Over the last month or so there has been more than usual interest 
on the subject of abortion. The ‘right to choose’ lobby have for the 
first time been exposed to serious scrutiny and pressure by media 
attention and the pro-Life lobby. Since 1967 when the Abortion Act 
was passed, more than four million abortions have been carried out. 
At that time and ever since — until last month the pro-abortionists 
have had it nearly all their own way and have been accustomed to 
controlling the argument.

The story dragged on with the mother 
being described as in straightened 
financial circumstances. Offers of 
money started to pour in. Then it 
turned out that far from the woman 
waiting for the abortion, it had 
already been carried out and that far 
from an impoverished single mother, 
she was in fact a well paid 
professional, married to a company 
director. 

Almost on top of the aborted twin 
case came the 3,000 frozen embryos 
case followed by the Mandy Allwood 
story. The 3,000 frozen human 
embryos had been in storage for five 
years — the limit under the law. The 
owners simply couldn’t be traced. 
One town in Italy wanted all the 
embryos sent over so that they could 
be implanted in the wombs of Italian 
women to save the embryos from 
destruction, while a British couple, 
Mr. and Mrs. Walker had the same

has been told he is too old to adopt. 
All such offers were rejected as they 
needed parental consent — and they 
could not be traced. 

The debate surrounding abortion 
is a highly emotive one. There 
appears to be two sides of the 
argument: pro-life and pro-choice 
(or as the pro-lifer’s would say, pro- 
death). The pro-choice argument is 
basically that if pregnancy is 
inconvenient then a woman should 
be free to have the baby aborted. 
Pro-life on the other hand argues 
against any abortion at all, including 
in cases of rape, likely handicap to 
the baby and risk to the mother’s 
health, not to say life. Indeed, 
professor Scarisbrook, the head of 
Life goes so far as to say that nearly 
all contraception is a form of abortion 
and hence is wrong. 

While the efforts of professor 
Scarisbrook and Life have 
undoubtedly done a lot of good in 
focussing attention on the subject 
and in helping swing the pendulum 
of public opinion back from the silent 
acquiescence of abortion on demand, 
there is clearly something wrong 
with the absolutism favoured by the 
professor. The British National Party

MANDY ALLWOOD 


The Mandy Allwood case came 
about as a result of fertility 
treatment which produced a clutch 
of eight eggs. She was advised to 
go back to her clinic so that the 
eggs could be harvested, fertilised 
by In vitro fertilisation (IVF) and 
one or two implanted at a time 
until conception. Why Allwood 
was given fertility treatment at all 
on the NHS is a mystery as she was 
already the mother of a healthy 
boy aged five from her first 
marriage. 

Incredibly, she went against her 
doctor’s advice and before the eggs 
could be harvested, she had sex 
with her boyfriend, Paul Hudson. 
All eggs have now been fertilised 
in the womb and Allwood has sold 
her story to the News of the World 
posing for pictures with the father. 
The headlines were that she wanted 
all eight of the babies. The ‘deal’ is 
for £125,000 per baby born — a 
cool £1 million. Allwood seems to 
be incredibly irresponsible or 
incredibly conniving and stupid in 
choosing to have sex at the time 
she did. She appeared to know 
exactly who to go to in order to 
maximise the profit of her situation 
— Max Clifford, the PR man who 
promptly contacted the News of 
the World. 

As the pictures show, Allwood 
is white and Hudson is black. 
Such a relationship is to be 
regretted at the best of times. 
Producing mixed race offspring 
merely compounds the offense 
— and eight in one go! Even so, 
the wilful stupidity of Allwood is 
sure to be punished since no more 
than six children have ever 
survived a single pregnancy. By 
choosing to go for all eight — 
and the lure of £1 million will 
make her go all the way — it is 
quite probable that not one of the 
eight will survive and it is even 
possible that Allwood herself 
could die in the attempt and leave

HAVE LOTS OF BABIES 
AVOID CANCER! 


‘Feminists’ have always been 


quick to claim that babies are a 


nuisance and quicker still to deny 
the obvious biological differences 
between men and women which 
make women uniquely suited to 
childbirth. Various scientific 
studies now show that women 
remaining childless have a 
significantly higher risk of breast 
cancer and death. Amazingly, 
pregnancy even appears to benefit 
women suffering from arthritis. 
Women who have suffered 
crippling pain with rheumatoid 
arthritis have, in pregnancy, found 
complete relief and felt well again. 
Not that women can be expected to 
be constantly pregnant to avoid the 
pain of arthritis, but the benefits of 


hormonal changes that are evident 
in these cases undoubtedly give 
other health benefits as well. 
@Bavaria in Germany has 
introduced an abortion law that 
requires women who want an 
abortion to say why during 
counselling and which forbids 
doctors from earning more than a 
quarter of their income from 
abortions. While Germany’s 
abortion rate is falling, it is not 
known how many women travel to 
Holland or Britain to have abortions 
carried out.

THE HORRORIFIC SLAUGHTER IN THE ‘CLINICS 


In Britain, the abortion method 
preferred is essentially one of 
stabbing the babies to death. The 
obstetrician who treated the woman 
with twins, professor Phillip Bennett, 
had personally ‘terminated’ 3,000 
pregnancies over the last ten years. 

In America, the horror is even 
more grisly. The baby is pulled out 
from the mother feet first, all the way 
up to the neck. Its little limbs can be

seen wriggling and kicking. If the 
foetus were extracted a few inches 
further, it would be alive child, a US 
citizen with full constitutional rights. 

Instead, the doctor forces a pair of 
surgical scisscrs into the base of the 
baby’s skull. He spreads the scissors 
to create a hole large enough for a 
suction catheter. The brain is 
vacuumed, making it easier to 
‘collapse’ the head. The dead baby 
is then delivered. 

This is called ‘partial birth 


abortion’ and President Bill Clinton- 
recently used the full power of his 


Presidency to veto a bill passed by 
Congress to outlaw it. | 

If that wasn’t sickening enough, 
American abortionists also use a 
‘saline procedure’. Basically, 
concentrated salt solution is injected 
into the mother’s womb. The baby 
breathes and swallows this poison 


and dies. At the same time, the 


solution burns off the baby’s skin. 
Incredibly, 400-500 babies are born 


alive after this horrendous treatment. 
Then they are left to die gasping for 
breath before being ‘disposed’ of. 
Pro-choicers used to say that the 
baby could feel nothing. Not 
anymore they don’t. One woman 
who had a saline procedure was 
assured that the baby would not feel 
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This little boy was 14 inches long and weighed 2lbs 20z, and 

was seven months old when he was killed. Both the baby’s 

buttocks were carved off to ensure death by bleeding and 
this suggests the child was born alive.

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THE OLYMPIC GAMES 


Britain failed dismally at the Atlanta 
Olympics with a haul of only fifteen 
medals, only one of which was a 
gold. The country’s pretence to be a 
serious sporting nation has been laid 
bare. The acrimony was not long in 
coming with government ministers 
blaming coaches and athletes for the 
dismal showing, but the lack of 
money in sport has been well known 
for years. Indeed, two British 
Olympians were so broke that they 
made the news when they flogged 
their kit to pay for a night out! 
John Major’s promise to turn the 
situation round with lotto cash was 
shown to be typical Tory penny- 
pinching after it emerged that 
government had cut thousands of 
coaching courses because they were 


not linked to traditional paid jobs. 

But aside from the recriminations 
over the lack of success and support 
for British sport, there was something 
else. Actually, it was something 
missing and welcome for its absence. 
On these occasions, it is normal for 
sports commentators and 
government politicos to lionise the 
sporting achievements of ‘British’ 
Blacks. Aware that not everyone is 
persuaded of the benefits of multi- 
racialism, their achievements are 
used by the media as a high profile 
example of what ‘British blacks’ are 
doing ‘for us’. 

It must have come as a blow for 
the multi-racialists that all the medal 
winners barring one bronze were 
won by whites — real Britons! 


CHURCH ACQUIESCES IN 


MORE FOREIGN TEMPLES 


After the controversy surrounding 
the erection of Mosques all over the 
country, architects now predict a 


spate of Hindu temples to go up over © 


the next ten years. 

Londoners in Hounslow are to get 
the next temple costing £2.5 million 
to serve Hounslow’s 11 per cent 
Indian population. The temple will 
be 65 feet high and 
have nine towers and 
domes and will 
‘beautify’ the skyline. 
Local whites are not 
happy, but currently 
lack a lead against the 
proposal. 

In contrast, 
villagers of Launton, 
Oxfordshire have had 
no qualms about 
blocking a memorial 
to. the late Israeli 
President, Yitzhak 
Rabin. The two-foot 
high obelisk charact- 
eriStically had the 
backing of the Bishop 
of Oxford, but the 
villagers put their foot 
down and were not to 
be intimidated over the usual name- 
calling of anti-Semite and racist etc. 


Undoubtedly a shift of company 
profits from dividends to 
investments would be a blow to the 
City of London, large parts of which 
are geared up for takeover and other 
short-term speculative options. 
Britain’s financiai system is geared 
for foreign investment and against 
domestic investment. A move in the 
direction of a German- or Japanese- 
type financial system organised to 
invest in domestic industry — but 
where dividends are lower — is an 
essential step towards Britain’s 
economic rebirth. 

One has only to look in the 
financial pages to see the gross 
dividend yield demanded in the UK 
is 4.09 per cent, compared to only 
1.88 per cent in Germany and 0.73 
per cent in Japan.

The chaos in South Africa was 
shown to the world recently when 
in the midst of a total breakdown 
in law and order with 400 murders 
per week and tourists regularly 
hijacked, robbed and raped, 
coloured Muslims took the law 
into their own hands against Cape 
Town’s drug barons.

When the British National Party 
contests the next General Election the 
party will have distributed, courtesy 
of the Post Office, some two-million 
leaflets going into two-million homes.

RICHARD EDMONDS

Late last month, the long-running saga 
of alleged planning law violations 
against the party’s bookshop ended in 
court. As reported in last month’s BN, 
Bexley Council prosecuted Richard 
Edmonds as propriotor of the party’s 
bookshop on six counts, the main one 
of which was that although the party 
had complied with the removal of 
security sheeting from the front of the 
shop — to return the shop to a glazed 
front, the party had erected a 
‘temporary structure’ in front of the 
windows. This was of course for 
security purposes until such time as 
the council saw fit to grant permission 
for roller shutters. The erection of the 
temporary structure was deemed by 
the council as an offense. The stance 
taken by the council has been vindictive 
and harassing from the outset, clearly 
motivated by political considerations. 
Richard had faced the possibility of 
enormous fines on each charge — 
£20,000 in each instance and was 
determined not to pay such a punitive 
fine if such was imposed, preferring - 
imprisonment instead. In the event, 
this was not necessary as the fine © 
imposed -by the court amounted to _ 
£700 with £200 costs, a little over ` 
£1,000 with solicitors fees on the day.
